Cervera and Blanco Hghtlag It Out at 


Madrid. 


MADRID, January 16.—Madrid has 


a sensation in the quarrel which has 
iirlieu between General Blanco aud 
Admiral Cervora. Tho trouble is over 
the coufliotiag reports regarding the 
responsibility for the destruction of 
tho fleet at Santiago do Cuba. 


When Admiral Oervera was held in 


Santiago harbor, through tho instru- 
mentality of General Blanco, beyond 
tho time that he desired to remain for 
the safety .of his ships, and when lie 
discovered that hu was entrapped, he 
cast tho responsibility upon General 
Blanco, and so reported to hia homo 
government. 
Ever since that timo 


tho two Spaniards have not only buou 
huted political enemies, but have boon 
personal euomios as well. 


Each ouo has his personal following 


and his strong supporters. Upon sev- 
eral occasions General Blanco has iu 
public speeches severely attacked the 
Spanish admiral and declared that but 
for his stupidity Spain might not have 
lost the pride of her uavy, but that, 
on the other hand, had tho Capo Vordo 
rleet been in charge of a competent 
commander, it might have annihilated 
several of the best ships of the Ameri- 
can fleet and tho result of tho war 
might have been entirely different. 


Admiral Cervora has taken but little 


notice of these attacks, but his fol- 
lowers and friends have taken tho 
zuatter up aud replied to tho Htuto- 
mouts made by General Bumco. 
Ke- 


ceutly General Blanco published a 
statement over 
his signature in a 


newspaper calling Admiral Corvera 
vile names, pronouncing him dishon- 
est, a traitor and a falsifier. 
For tho 


first time, then the 
admiral took 


recognition of General Blanco and re- 
plied. As a result further trouble is 
looked for. Already several serious 
fights have token place between tho 
followers of the two men, and Senor 
Sagaita has been asked to arrango u 
settlement between them for tho bout 
intercuts of tho country.
